REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the method of producing 
compressed earth block wherein a continuous compressed block is sheared by moving 
a shearing chamber (a) transverse out of alignment with the compression chamber and 
then back into alignment or (b) transverse out of alignment with the compression 
chamber less than the compression chamber's transverse dimension. 

Specifically, Stanga (US Patent No. 3,421,220) address the same problem of 
shearing extruded product and teaches shearing with a shearing chamber moving 
transverse to an extrusion chamber (see Abstract and fig. 1). However, the shearing 
chamber holding the sheared product taught by Stanga does not return to alignment 
and has movement greater than the extrusion chamber's transverse dimension. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
